Paraguay: Paraguayan security forces have 
been alerted to resist an armed invasion by exiles 
in Argentina timed to disrupt the Paraguayan na- 
tional elections on 10 February.

An unidentified military unit near Asuncion is 
said to be p lanning to revolt and join the invade rs,

group of Communist-led guerrillas in the mountains 
of southeastern Paraguay reportedly plans to attack 
isolated polling places on election day^ 

Argentina has also alerted its military force 
along the border and has promised to assist the 
Paragua yan Government in dealing with any invasion 
attempt. I 
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Burundi- USSR' Burundi's recent decision to 


establish diplomatic relations with the USSR ap- 
pears to result mainly from irritation over a re- 
cent cutback in Belgian aid and disappointment 
that other Western aid has not been forthcoming. 
Burundi will probably also soon establish rela- 
tions with Czec hoslovakia and possibly with Com- 
munist China.

China - Syria: The $8 million 




economic credit granted to Syria by Communist 
China on 7 February- -the largest extended to any 
country by Peiping since 1961- -will place new 
strains on Sino-Egyptian relations. The credit 
is interest-free. Repayment is spaced over a 
10-vear period and will not begin until 1970.

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♦India: (The resignation of the general secretary 
of the IndiarrCommunist Party, which will probably 
be announced next week, results from a factional 
struggle that has been intensified by the Chinese at- 
tack on India. His successor is likely to come from 
the "right-wing" faction, which advocates supporting 
Nehru against the Chinese. The fight over a succes- 
sor will aggravate the split. ) 
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
